The offi- 
cialis of the War Department are mak- 
ing preparations to meet this dun- 
culty by the transfer of troops from 
the United States. Final action in that 
regard awaits only the approval of the 
Secretary of War. Troops and trans- 
ports are ready to start for the Pnhil- 
ippines as soon as he gives the word. 

It is expected that the first expedi- 
tions will start from San Francisco 
next month on the transports Grand 
and Meade, and that more troops will 
be forwarded later from New York by 
way of the Suez Canal on the transport 
Crook. Reductions will be gradual, 
and will be met from time to time by 
fresh troops as required. These ar- 
rangements are based on the belief 
that it will be necessary to maintain 
the Philippine army at the strength of 
about forty thousand men for some 
time to come. 

Secretary Root at once plunged into 
business with his old-time vigor, and 
by working, as he usually does, fifteen 
to eighteen hours a day, he will prob- 
ably catch up in a week or two.

OSS OF A STEAMER 


CARELESSNESS CONTRIBUTED TO 
WRECK THE ISLANDER. 
Pilot Comes in for Censure by the 
Commissioner — Practice of Leaving 
One Officer on Bridge of Steamers at 


VICTORIA (B. C.) Oct. 23.—The 
commissioner and assessors appointed 
to inquire into the loss of the steamer 
Islander this morning gave out their 
finding. In substance it is as follows: 

That the Islander was wrecked on 
the night of August 15, 1901, by contact 
with some unknown substance (pre- 
sumably ice drift very much sub- 
merged) sinking in deep water in less 
than twenty minutes after the coll 
‘gion, and resulting in the loss of lives 
of master, sixteen of the crew and 
twenty-three rs. The ei- 
dence clearly shows that the capacity 
of the boats was sufficient to accom- 
modate every person on board, but on 
aecount of the improper management 
and discipline there was a rusb to the 
boats at the last moment, which was 
beyond the control of the few officers 
and members of the crew engaged in 
getting the boats into the water, there- 
dy preventing the of several 
valuable lives. 

While due praise must be awarded 
to those of the officers and crew who 
remained on the ship until she sank 
under their feet, and for assisting 30 
many of the passengers to reach the 
boats and other available means 
preservation as presented themselves, 
we cannot ignore the fact that there 
was an unpardonable lack of apprecia- 
tion of to their 
passengers own a n the 
boats regarding the rescue of others 
who for the want of an opportunity 
had not been able to avail themselves 
of a chance of board the boats before 
they left the ship's side. 

It does not appear from the evidence 
that the master realized the iminent 
danger in which the accident placed 
the ship, hence the lack of prompt and 
resolute means of arousing the crew 
and rs; in placing an officer 
and crew to each boat and in forcing 
the proper quota of passengers to each 
boa 


t.

Manufacturing of Asphaltum Prom- 
ises to Be Lively—Big Trust Said to 


Be Coming in Again—Trying to Real- 
ize at Beaumont. .

Since the lifting of the veil even the 
failure of the producers to zyt to- 
ge ther can be accounted for, and that 
by the fact that certain members of 
that organization had their heads full 
of schemes, not the least of them be- 
ing a refinery to handle the output of 
all that cared to “come in.” 

The first step toward accomplishing 
the fulfillment of the refinery scheme 
was taken this week when articles of 
incorporation were filed by the Frank- 
lin Oil and Refinery Company, the in- 
corporators being E. H. Groenendyke, 
F. A. Nance, Jacob P. Stockdale, C. 8. 
Mann and Maurice Pipps. Although 
these men have no connection with the 
local oil combine, from the fact that 
they are all employés of Easton, El- 
dridge & Co., it is perfectly conceiv- 
able that other hands will in the future 
outline the movement of the incorpora- 
tion, should it enter the field, as is the 
present intention. 


plan of the incorporation is to | 
build a new refinery that will be capa- 


ble of taking care of at least 25,000 
barrels of crude ofl a month. The 
capital necessary for building such a 
large plant will come from the sale of 
stock, which will be disposed of on the 
following basis: One thousand dollars 
will secure 2000 shares, that will carry 
with it a provision that the purchaser 
can deliver to the refinery 500 barreis 
of vil a month and will receive for the 
same a price not less than 75 cents 4 


Mrs. E. A. Summers is one of the 
strong backers of the scheme, and is 
now engaged in canvassing among the 
oil men in its interest. Speaking of 
the proposition yesterday, she said: 
The refinery will be as large as wi.l 
be necessary to handle all the oll that 
can be secufed. We will manufacture 
asphaltum and electric-light carbons, 
and for both products there is now a 
large market. 

“It will have no connection with 
either the Storage Company or the 
Producers’ Association, but members of 
the latter organization are welcome to 


come in if they like. I have no doubt 


that we will be able to erect the plant, 
as so far I have met with great en- 
couragement. Many of the produceis 
believe, as I do, that the producers 
must provide their own way of dispos- 
ing of the oll, and the scheme pro- 
posed seems the best presented.” 

But the producers’ refi is not 
the only proposition of the kind now 


on foot. The asphalt trust is on to

MINERAL REGISTERS AND MAPS. 

State Mineralogist Aubury has in- 
augurated an important work in con- 
nection with the all 1 industry of the 
State.

liable record of each mineral-producing 
county and more particularly of the 
oll-bearing sections. .

STEAMING WITH WRATH, HE 
. SCALDED A POLICEMAN. 
— 

His Honor Was Angered Because Of- 
ficer Henderson Arrested an Old Soldier 


to Whom He Had Given a Permit to 
Violate an Ordinance. 


Mayor Snyder appeared at the Police 
Station last night and created a scene 
before the entire night watch by vent- 
ing his wrath upon à policeman whose 
Offense was that of doing what he con- 
sidered to be his duty. Patrolman 
Robert Henderson is the man who 
aroused the Mayor's ire, and he is con- 
sidered one of the most careful officers 
of the police department. If he erre i, 
it was an error which might be made 
by any zealous officer. 

The trouble was the result of the 
arrest, Saturday night, of William 
Larter for violation of the city ordi- 
nances. Larter, who is an old — — 
has been making his living by selling 
stove polish on the streets, and a week 
before he was arrested he was told by 
Patrolman Henderson that it was con- 
trary to law to stand on the streets, 
ery his wares apd cause a crowd to 
collect. He moved on, although ke 
remonstrated against being obliged to 
do so. At that time he had a written 
statement from the Mayor, in which 
it was set forth that Larter was en- 
titled to peddle under a free license, 
but he had no such license. In order 
to avoid further difficulty with the 
police he secured the signature of the 
Chief of Police to the Mayor's permit. 

When Henderson came upon Larter 
on South Main street last Saturday 
night, the latter was crying his wares 
and trying to attract a crowd, which 
is a violation of the ordinance, and

had a license or not. enderson 
deemed it his duty to arrest the man, 
and did so. Larter then displayed the 
Mayor's permit, and claimed immunity 
from arrest. Henderson told him that 
the permit had nothing to do with the 
matter; that it did not give the right 
to hawk his goods, and that by doing 
so he was violating the very provisions 
of his permit. e officer therefore 
sent Larter te the Police Station and 
charged him with misdemeanor.

Herd of Ostriches from South Pasa-

In the geography books you used to 
learn that you were to go to Africa 
when you wanted ostriches, but the 
world is evidently beginning to rely on 
California instead. A herd of ostriches 
for Nice, France, is now on the way 
from the South Pasadena Ostrich 
Farm, and will sail flauntingly right 
by the dooryards of Africa, another 
tribute to American get-up. 

The big birds were shipped last 
week from New York on the Anchor 
Line steamer Calalria, in charge of 
Edward M. Cox, who took them clear 
across the continent. They are going 
by way of Marseilles.
